To  tho  Editor— 

The  James  Library, 

Of  South  Scituate,  is  a  very  creditable 
and  valuable  institution  to  that  town, 
and  particularly  to  that  part  of  it, 
which  it  is  located,  and  it  seems  to 
highly  appreciated  by  being  much 
used.  In  the  first  place,  the  building 
itself  is  a  square  one,  with  a  hip  roof, 
and  measuring  30x40  ft.  and  alwavs 
kept  well  painted  ;  is  a  handsome,  as 
well  as  substantial  one,  though  not 
very  costly,  and  is  an  ornament  to  the 
pleasant  "Hill."  It  stands  not  very 
far  from  the  church  of  the  First  Parish, 
by  which  it  is  owned,  and  has  three 
rooms,  each  above  the  other.  The 
basement  is  used  as  a  kitchen,  and 
the  ladies  of  the  Parish  frequently giv< 
a  tea  party  there,  whilst  the  Library  i 
on  the  second  floor  ;  the  upper  room, 
very  pleasant  one,  being  used  for  the 
Sunday  School  and  various  religious, 
social,  literary  and  business  meetings, 
— all  the  rooms  a  seeming  necessity 
to  the  people  now,  without  which  they 
would  hardly  know  how  to  get  along. 
This  library  was  called  "The  James 
Library,"  In  honor  of  its  founder  and 
chief  donor,  Ihe  late  Josiah  L.  James 
of  Chicago,  a  native  of  this  town,  which 
he  left  first  for  New  York  City,  where 
he  was  a  merchant  for  several  years, 
and  thence  in  1833  or  '4,  for  central 
Illinois  and  afterwards  to  Chicago, 
where  he  ceased  to  be  mortal  at  the 
age  of  85  years,  carrying  with  him 
much  affeclion  and  respect,  from  those 
be  left  behind.  Though  absent  from 
Scituale  for  sixty  years,  his  inter- 
est in  the  town  seemed  to  be  renewed 
In  his  old  age,  though  all  his  near 
relatives  had  departed.  His  first  do- 
in  to  the  Parish  of  his  childhood 
and  youlh,  was  Ji coo,  In  a  check  to 
le  writer,  who  knew  him  in  111,  45 
ears  ago,  and  which  was  to  be  in- 
ested  as  a  permanent  fund  to  replen- 
;h  the  Sunday  School  Library  from 
ear  to  year.  In  the  course  of  a  year 
r  two,  he  followed  this  generous  do- 
ation,  with  another  ^1000  check,  as  a 
nucleus  for  a  General  Library;  and  he 
kept  on  giving  from  time  to  time,  till 
he  had  given,  including  a  £2000  be- 
quest by  will,  the  sum  of  ffooo,  or 
thereabouts,  for  which  he  will  no 
doubt,  he  affectionately  and  gratefully 
remembered  by  generations  to  come, 
he  certainly  is  by  the  present  gener- 
ion — an  example  for  other  men  of 
■ant  to  "go  and  do  likewise"  by  their 
live  towns. 

And  I  wonder,  Mr.  Editor,  who  will 
be  the  first  one  thus  to  bless  dear  old 
Scituate  and  honor  himself  by  a  simi 
nvestment  of  $5000  or  $10,000  ? 
>urse  it  was  all  Scituate  in  Mr. 
James's  day,  no  North,  no  South,  as 
different  towns,  and  so  Mr.  James's  si- 
lent call  is  to  his  once  fellow  towns- 
men, now  there  and  elsewhere,  to 
follow  this  example  he  has  set  them. 
Others  in  this  part  of  the  town  were 
quite  ready  to  join  him  in  his  good 
work,  and  Mr.  N.  C.  Nash  and  broth- 
er Israel,  always  ready,  gave  generous 
sums,  as  did  Mist  A.  Otis,  Mr  Nathan 
Cushing,  the  Torrey  family,  and  nu- 
merous others  with  smaller  means  in 
smaller  ways,  but  with  equal  generosi- 
ty, whilst  the  Ladies  of  the  Parish 
were  very  zealous  and  furnished  the 
building  at  a  cost  of  about  f6oo. 
Mr.  N.  C.  Nash  and  Miss  A.  T.  Otis 
gave  »iooo  each.  Mr.  Nash  ar 
ditional  $1000  by  will,  Miss  Otis 
still  being  with  us,  and  long  to  be,  we 
trust,  to  help  the  Library  as  it 
need,  as  well  as.  other  good  cause 

This  Library  now  numbers  about 
1500  vols.,  and  good  judges  think  thi 
catalogue  indicates  a  careful  ant 
choice  collection  of  books,  for  the  most 
part,  very  few  being  purchased  unless 
well  spoken  of  and  endorsed  by  such 
authorities  as  the  Literary  World  and 
the  Nation,  though  it  is  curiou 
observe  how  the  tastes  of  readers  do 
differ,  whera  even  the  best  authorities 
agree  I  Too  much  mere  sensational 
reading  is  required  every  where— 
amusement  rather  than  improvement. 

The  James  Library  is  not  free  to  all, 
we  are  sory  to  say,  because  ils  funds 
are  not  sufficiently  large  to  make  it  so. 
Mr.  Nash  offered  an  additional  Jioco 
to  make  it  free,  but  at  leaat  fs°°°  is 


needed  for  that  puqx>Fe  ;  but  even 
now  It  is  free  lo  all  who  help  support 
'"•  even  by  a  small  Parish  lax.  or  sub- 
:ription;and  any  person  living  in  town 
r  an  adjoluing  town  even,  may  have 
53  books  a  year,  if  he  chooses,  for  the 
nominal  sum  of  f  7  ;  and  that  would 
seem  to  be  pretty  nearly  free  ;  for  it 
does  not  begin  to  pay  for  the  wear  and 
tear  of  the  books. 

The  Library  is  a  gratuity  even  to 
ill  these  small  payers,  to  a  considera- 
ble extent,  and  perhaps  it  is  not  best 
that  every  thing  should  be  done  for 
a  people,  whilst  they  do  nothing  for 
themselves — not  unless  their  poverty 
makes  it  a  burden  for  them  to  do  any 
thing.  But  In  some  way,  t  hope  Scit- 
will  have  a  good  Library  before 
,  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  will 
should  there  be  united  action  to  this 
end  Then  the  James  Library  may  be 
ly  recond  to  it,  In  which  case  we 
II  stir  round  again,  Mr.  Editor, 
among our  Iriends  and  endaver  to  keep 
abreast  with  yon,  or  a  little  ahead,  and 
if  this  gentle  chalenge,  or  hint  should 
itimulate  any  of  your  rich  friends 
to  the  "love  and  good  world"  ncccet- 
ry  to  secure  the  Library,  and,  as  Ihe 
result,  one  should  rise  in  your  midst, 
that  would  be  the  best  effect  of  this 
hasty  article  1  send  you,  In  compliance 
ilh  your  request.

In  a  few 
miuuios  .Mr.  Jackson   makes  his  ap- 
pearance aud  takes  it  seat  in  the  conch, 
tho  footiuau  closes  the  door  with  much 
ceremony,  the  driver  cracks  his  long 
whip  over  tbc  backs  of  tbc  linndsome 
blooded  horses,  and  the  young  Ameri- 
can—who is  uow  an  Americun  no  longer 
baviug  rcuouoccd  his  nationnlity  nuil 
sworn  allegiance  to  tbo  king  of  Wur- 
tcmburg  and  the  emperor  ol  Germany 
—is  borne  away  to  his  now  home  in 
ihe  roynl  palnco-  An  elegant  suite  ol 
fivo  apartments,  luxuriously  and  splen- 
didly lurnisbed.  arc  nwaiting  him. 
Footmen,  valets  nud  scrvunts,  gcor- 
gcoua  an  their  scarlet  liveries,  with  gold 
silver  lace  trimming,  are  in  readiness 
to  wait  upoa  him  und  lo  run  at  ovcry 
beck  and  nod.    Surely  was  every  fairy 
talo  moro  fully  realized  than  this?  And 
Mr.  Jnckon  did  not  enter  upon  this 
life  lor  n  lew  days  or  n  few  weeks 
few  years,  hut  lor  lile,  with  a 
handsome  aaoual  stipend  guaranteed— 
moro  than  sulHcicnt  to  meet  all  his 
quircmcuts. 

There  being  no  vacancy  in  tbo  court 
of  Wurtcmhurg,  tbo  position  of  "reader 
to  his  majesty"  was  created,  to  meet 
tbc  emerweney,  for  tho  first  time  in  this 
court.  But  two  other  of  tbc  crowned 
heads  of  Europe  luivo  court  renders- 
Queen  Victorin  aud  the  emperor  of 
Oormauy— and  the  crcnting  of  this  new- 
office  ia  the  conn  of  Wurtemburg  for 
Mr.  Jackson  was cousidered  an  excep- 
tional boaor  and  compliment.  He  had 
uot  been  long  installed  ia  his  nci 
lion  before  court  favors  began  to  'flow 
upounim.

The  king  ot  Snxony 
who  was  visiting  his  royal  colleague 
Sluttgurd.  was  so  highly  pleased  with 
the  young  American  that  be  bestowed 
on  h  m  tbo  "Kuigbts  Cross  of  the  Al- 
bert's Order."    Tho  Emperor  Fraax 
Joseph,  of  Austria,  who  was  stayiag 
ith  the  kiag  of  Wurtembnrg  for  a 
.-w  days  at  the  latter's  country  palace 
Friudricliabafca,  on  Lake  Constance, 
became  so  iuterested  in  his  royal  lricud' 
protege  that  be  iavested  him  wilh  ibe 
very  ai.cicat  ••Order  .if  the  Iron  Crown 
ot  Aaslria,"  ouo  of  the   highest  und 
~osl  honorable  gifas  that  the  Austrian 
anarch  can  conicr  on  a  subject. 
During  the  uio-tb  of  August  tbc  king 
made  Air.  Jackson  bis  privy  counselor, 
nnd  conlcrrcd  apon   him  the  title  of 
-Gcbcimcr  Holralh,"  aad  on  tbc  11th 
I  September— the  birthuay  of  Queen 
Oiga-bc  gave  him  the  "Knights  Cros: 
(f  the  Crown  of  Wurtcmhurg."  Since 
this  last  giit  Mr.  Jnckson  has  been 
mndc  a  baroa.    The  list  of  orders  aod 
inks  alrcnily  givcu  and  conlerred  stops 
bore  for  tbc  prcscat ;  to  wbnt  numbers 
tlicy  will  iacrcasc  in  the  f.itnre  timo 
only  will  tcB.
